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Dementia sufferers wanted for drug trial

SOUTHEND dementia suffer¬ 
ers are needed to trial a poten¬ 
tial wonder drug. 

The Alzheimer’s Society is 
calling on people to help 
advance medical research by 
taking part in a clinical trial 
for groundbreaking new treat¬ 
ment. 

The trial, headed up by Dr 
Paul Edison from Imperial 
College London, is set to last 
three years and will attempt 
to discover whether the dia¬ 
betes drug liraglutide could 
benefit people suffering with 
dementia. 

Participants are needed who 
are in the first stages of 
dementia to work with 
Southend Hospital. 

People involved in the tests 
will either be given liraglutide 
or a placebo for a year and will 


undergo brain scans and cog¬ 
nitive tests to monitor any 
change. 

Dr Doug Brown, director of 
research and development at 
the Alzheimer’s Society said 
developing the new drugs 
from scratch can take 20 years 
and hundreds of millions of 
pounds. 

Dr Brown said: “Our focus 
on repurposing existing 
drugs as dementia treatments 
is an incredibly exciting way 
of bringing new treatments 
closer. 

“Early evidence shows that 
this drug, which we already 
know is safe for people to use, 
could potentially reverse the 
biological causes of 
Alzheimer’s even in the late 
stages. 

“We now hope that by fund¬ 
ing this exciting new trial we 
can bring it closer to a position 
where it could one day be 


improving the lives with 
dementia.” 

Participants in the trial will 
receive an injection of 
liraglutide or a placebo in an 
injection over a 12-month 
period. 

Dr Farhad Huwez, principal 
investigator at Southend 
Hospital, said he was pleased 
to invite people to the trials. 

Dr Huwez said: “While other 
drugs have shown disappoint¬ 
ing results in clinical trials 
recently, the background 
research for this drug is very 
promising. 

“People who sign up to this 
trial could therefore be playing 
an important role in moving us 
towards a new treatment for 
people with dementia in 
Southend and beyond.”

“I would like to pay tribute to the way the 
victim and her family have bravely coped in 
very distressing circumstances, with dignity 
and composure.”

A WINDFALL of £1.5million is heading to Essex 
and Herts Air Ambulance Trust (EHAAT) to help 
the life-saving helicopter emergency medical ser¬ 
vice continue to develop into the future. 

The cash comes from the Libor fund, set up with 
fines of millions of pounds levied on banks 
through fines imposed for misdemeanours and 
attempted manipulation of financial markets, 
which Chancellor George Osborne is distributing 
to charities. 

The trust - which is backed by MPs - lobbied 
for a slice of the cash pot when it became known 
the money would go to the voluntary sector. 

The charity oversees the operation of two heli¬ 



copters, 365 days a year, and it costs in the region 
of £5.8m each year to cover all charitable, medical 
and aircraft costs. 

The air ambulance trust covers more than 2,900 
square miles of both urban and, often inaccessible, 
rural landscape serving a combined population of 
2.5m. 

The donation from the Libor fund is well timed 
because EHAAT is undergoing a procurement 
process for new aircraft. 

The cash will go towards building sufficient 
funds to enable it to acquire new generation air¬ 
craft in the future. 

Jane Gurney, trust CEO, said: “This funding is a 
real opportunity for us to invest in and enhance the 
operation.”

New houses 
means loss 
of jobs 

PLANS have been submitted 
to demolish Benchmark Doors 
and Auto-Plas at 90 Main 
Road, Hawkwell, and replace 
them with one detached, eight 
semi-detached and 27 terraced 
houses. 

Although I welcome the 27 
hopefully affordable terraced 
houses, I also believe losing 
this service and light industrial 
site would be a loss of poten¬ 
tial jobs in Hawkwell.

Although it’s a good thing 
that brown field sites and not 
green belt are used, my suspi¬ 
cions are that this site has been 
deliberately allowed to run 
down for financial gain. 

The homes would also be in 
addition to the 176 homes now 
being built on the Clements 
Gate Estate in the agreed 
Rochford District Council’s 
long-term plans for Hawkwell 
and the district.

POLICE and Crime Commissioner 
Nick Alston has urged residents to 
report concerns over possible child 
abuse. 

He issued the plea as he backed 
National Child Sexual Exploitation 
Awareness Day. He said: “I have 
repeatedly said that nothing matters 
more than protecting our children. 
As with many other ‘hidden harms’ 
- such as domestic abuse, elder 
abuse and modern slavery - the sex¬ 
ual exploitation of children is hap¬ 


pening here in Essex, in our com¬ 
munities. 

“These children may find them¬ 
selves groomed by perpetrators 
online, but they may also be exploit¬ 
ed by someone they know. 

“What is clear is that while police 
have a responsibility to investigate 
this heinous crime, as a community 
we must all do our part to be vigilant 
and look out for signs that a child is 
being exploited and sexually 
abused. 


“If you suspect abuse, then you 
must come forward to report it to 
police.” 

Essex Police is currently under 
investigation by the Independent 
Police Complaints Commission 
over some child abuse investiga¬ 
tions. The police watchdog said it 
was probing allegations that officers 
failed to arrest alleged abusers or 
refer them for charges, as well as 
failing to protect alleged victims. 

It has launched three probes into 


officers’ conduct in 28 serious cases 
involving 59 alleged child victims. 

Mr Alston welcomed the investi¬ 
gation, saying: “That children who 
may have suffered serious abuse 
were subsequently let down by 
Essex Police is of the greatest con¬ 
cern to me.” 

To report abuse, call Essex Police 
on 101, or 999 in emergencies.

Essex Police child abuse investiga¬ 
tion, call 01245 282103. 


Police silence over 
‘snoop’ questions 

ESSEX Police has refused to answer questions 
about whether it has snooped on journalists. 

Police and Crime Commissioner Nick Alston 
has described the ruling as a matter of “concern” 
and said he would monitor the situation. 

The force has refused to comply with a legal 
action requesting the information. 

Press Gazette requested details under Freedom 
of Information (Fol) laws as part of a national 
investigation, but the force claimed the request 
was “vexatious”. 

Its website wanted to know whether Essex 
Police had used Regulation of Investigatory 
Powers (RIPA) - the same powers used by coun¬ 
cils to snoop on suspected benefits fraudsters - 
to monitor reporters. 

The force is one of 26 in the country which has 
refused to give information about whether it 
requested permission to secretly obtain journal¬ 
ists’ phone records. 

Press Gazette launched its investigation after it 
was revealed last year that some forces had 
accessed journalists’ phone records to trace 
anonymous sources. 

The Home Office has introduced temporary 
measures ordering police to get permission from 
a judge before they can snoop on journalists. 

The Association of Chief Police Officers has 
circulated guidance nationally that any Fol 
requests about snooping should be rejected and 
branded “vexatious”. 

An Essex Police spokesman said: “Essex Police 
can confirm that it has declined to provide infor¬ 
mation requested under the Freedom of 
Information Act by Press Gazette.”

■ I understand 
the importance 
of good 
photographs in 
“selling” my 
house - 
particularly on 
the internet. Do 
you have any 
tips? 

A. You’re right. Even if 
you don’t go for the 
more exotic options 
that the internet offers, 
like video clips or 
virtual tours, buyers 
still expect to see a 
whole array of 
photographs, illustrating just about 
every conceivable aspect of a property. 
But quantity isn’t everything. If the pictures 
are badly composed, ill-lit, or just plain 
uninspiring, a lot of buyers will simply 
switch off and move to the next property. 
From the purely technical point of view, you 
should be able to rely on your estate agent 
to take pictures that will show your home to 
its best advantage. At the “stately home” 
end of the market, of course, agents 
routinely use professional photographers. 
But many mainstream agents these days 
also appreciate the value of decent 
pictures, and some even put their staff 
through special training to ensure quality 
results. 

However, while agents may be happy to 
offer advice on how to prepare your home 


for the camera, you can’t 
expect them to do the 
work. That’s your job. 
The key thing to 
remember here is that a 
photograph captures a 
split second in time with 
piercing clarity - so it is 
arguably even more 
important to prepare 
your house for the 
camera than it is for 
visiting buyers, who are 
much more likely to be 
distracted by other 
sights and sounds. I’m 
sure we have all seen 
examples of what homes 
can look like when a 
camera is pointed at 
them, if those 
preparations aren’t 
made! 

The key here is tidiness. 
So...Outside, make sure the garden looks 
well tended and clear of anything unsightly, 
like a rubbish bin. In reception rooms, make 
sure cushions are plumped up; dining 
tables either laid for a formal meal or 
completely clear; children’s toys or 
discarded magazines tidied away, etc. If 
necessary, remove surplus pieces of 
furniture to create a feeling of more space. 
Try to ensure that your kitchen looks as 
pristine as it did the day it was installed. 
Make sure all beds are properly made. In 
the bathroom, fold towels neatly and 
remove any unsightly collections of 
shampoo bottles, etc. Loo seats should 
always be down! 

Finally, check that all the lights work. Quite 
apart from anything else, they may be 
needed for the shoot.

CINDERELLA (U, 113mins) 


S lavishly adapted 
from Disney's classic 
1950 animated musi¬ 
cal, Kenneth Branagh's live 
action version of the fairy¬ 
tale romance doesn't skimp 
on the period detail. 

Sandy Powell's luxurious 
costumes, Dante Ferretti's 
opulent set designs and 
Patrick Doyle's sweeping 
orchestral score conjure a 
magical world of unerring 
love in which even we gasp 
at the gargantuan splendour 
of the grand ball where the 
prince must choose his wife. 

While this Cinderella 
unquestionably dazzles the 
senses, screenwriter Chris 
Weitz is shackled to fond 
memories of the hand- 
drawn film and consequent¬ 
ly, he has almost no room 
for flourishes of originality. 

The plot arc is predeter¬ 
mined, the ugly stepsisters 
don't hack off their heels or 
toes to squeeze into a mis¬ 
placed glass slipper, and 
Helena Bonham Carter's 
fairy godmother isn't quite 
as eccentric as she or we 
would like as she engineers 


the film's best set-piece with 
a flick of her wand. 

"I don't go transforming 
pumpkins for just anyone," 
she chirps. 

No, the special effects wiz¬ 
ards do and they accom¬ 
plish the pivotal sequence 
with aplomb. 

Before all of the jiggery- 
pokery with a pumpkin, four 
mice and a goose, Ella (Lily 
James) is consigned to the 
kitchen by her vindictive 
stepmother Lady Tremaine 
(Cate Blanchett) and brattish 
stepsisters, Anastasia 
(Holliday Grainger) and 
Drizella (Sophie McShera). 

Emboldened by the dying 
words of her mother (Hayley 
Atwell) - "Have courage and 
be kind" - Ella tries to rise 
above the bullying. 

When the name-calling 
becomes too frightful, she 
escapes on horseback and 
catches the eye of the dash¬ 
ing Prince (Richard 
Madden), who must pick a 
bride at the behest of the 
dying King (Derek Jacobi). 

So the Prince throws a lav¬ 
ish ball where Ella makes 
her grand entrance then dis¬ 
appears as the clock chimes 


midnight, leaving behind 
footwear that would surely 
pose a health and safety risk 
in any other film. 

"Find that girl - the forget¬ 
ful one who loses her 
shoes," decrees the Captain 
of the royal guard (Nonzo 
Anosie). 

Cinderella will enchant a 
generation of girls, who 
dream of donning the tiara 
of a Disney princess. 

James and Madden are an 
attractive screen pairing, 
while Blanchett draws inspi¬ 
ration from Joan Crawford 
to cast a formidable shadow 
from beneath the brim of her 
character's extravagant 
hats. 

"I do love a happy ending, 
don't you?" gushes one of 
the characters. 

Branagh's film certainly 
does, without a hint of irony. 

The main feature is pre¬ 
ceded by the animated 
short Frozen Fever, which 
continues the adventures of 
sisters Anna (voiced by 
Kristen Bell) and Elsa (Idina 
Menzel) as they prepare for 
a birthday celebration.

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Vauxhall Corsa comes of age

THE new Vauxhall Corsa was the top seller 
in Scotland in January. 

Now in its fourth generation, the popular 
supermini was first launched in 1993. 

Since then 12million have been sold with 
more than 1.8m finding homes in the UK. 

The new model arrived in the autumn and 
replaced a model which was getting tired as 
it had been in production for eight years. 

The new car looks considerably better 
than the old model with a sharp design 
which is much more masculine. 

The body is more sculpted and mature 
looking and the smart headlamps contribute 
to its bold appearance. 

Available with a choice of seven engines - 
five petrol and two diesels - it also comes 
with three or five doors. 

It is much more refined than the previous 
Corsa and prices start at just £8,895. 

That amount of cash will get you the 1.2i 
Sting model with Vauxhall’s trusty 1.2-litre 
petrol engine which produces 69bhp. 

That entry model is still well equipped with 
a generous list of standard features. 

An efficient 1.0-litre turbocharged model is 
also offered to compete directly with Ford’s 
EcoBoost engines offered in its Fiesta rival. 

The car I drove featured bright yellow 
paintwork and was a three-door 1.4 turbo 


model finished in Excite trim. At £13,265 it 
represents good value for money and came 
with all the features you could want. 

A huge leap in quality means that the inte¬ 
rior is now probably the best in the supermi¬ 
ni sector and the cabin is a very nice place 
to be. It does not offer any more space but 
there is still room for four and the seats are 
comfortable. It was easy to find a good dri¬ 
ving position and the instruments and con¬ 
trols are easy to read and use. 

The Excite model features a range of 


equipment that would only have been avail¬ 
able in larger premium models a few years 
ago. 

A heated steering wheel, heated wind¬ 
screen, heated seats, alloy wheels, air-con¬ 
ditioning, rain-sensing wipers, automatic 
headlights and an IntelliLink touch-screen 
audio system with DAB radio and Bluetooth 
are all included. 

On the road feels well balanced .The steer¬ 
ing is sharp and responsive and the handling 
is now a match for the Fiesta. 


The 1.4 turbo unit delivers its 99bhp 
smoothly via a slick six-speed gearbox and 
offers a fine blend of performance and econ¬ 
omy. Emissions are 119g/km - meaning 
road tax will set you back just £30 a year. 

The combined claimed economy figure is 
53.5mpg and I averaged just over 45mpg 
during my five days with the car. 

I was impressed with the new Corsa and if 
you are considering buying a new supermini 
it is well worth a look. If you need more per¬ 
formance a hot VXR version arrives in May 
with a 1.6 turbo and is good for 205bhp. It 
will also tackle the 0 to 60 sprint in 6.5 sec¬ 
onds but will still be capable of 37mpg.

Congestion at 10-year high

CONGESTION on UK roads is the worst it 
has been for more than 10 years, according 
to a survey by the Freight Transport 
Association. 

The group’s quarterly report has illustrated 
the rate of deterioration in reliability on the 
road network at 55 per cent - which is the 
lowest it has been since 2002, due to 
increased traffic in the run-up to Christmas. 

The results, from more than 100 logistics 
operators, are seen as an indication of the 
impact of the increase in domestic road 
freight activity levels.They also highlight the 
rate of decline in the reliability of the UK 
motorway network. 

FTA director of policy Karen Dee said: “This 
survey is a clear indication that congestion 
on our roads has increased again, and dri¬ 
vers are getting stuck in traffic on a regular 


basis. Reliability on the UK road network is 
crucial for road freight operators. The freight 
and logistics industry needs road infrastruc¬ 
ture that it can rely on to ensure that prod¬ 
ucts are moved efficiently and at reasonable 
cost. 

“As the economy grows there will be 
increasing demands which will mean more 
pressure to deliver, and more vehicles on the 
roads - so it is only going to get worse.” 

The FTA has voiced its support for the 
Road Investment Strategy announced by the 
Department for Transport in December, stat¬ 
ing that it “believed it can only be good news 
for all road users.” 

The strategy outlines plans for £15billion to 
be spent over five years on 1,300 new lane 
miles on motorways and trunk roads in order 
to reduce congestion, and fix some of the 
most notorious and long-standing problem 
areas on the road network.

SOUTHEND’S promotion push 
suffered another blow last Saturday 
as lowly Cambridge shut up shop 
and picked up a vital point in their 
relegation fight. 

The main talking point after 
another disappointing home display 
was a sickening second half head 
injury sustained by Blues’ stopper 
Luke Prosser, who was poleaxed by 
Ryan Donaldson’s rocket of a free- 
kick.

Prosser, who earlier sustained a

On 68 minutes Southend conced¬ 
ed a debatable free-kick, but justice 
seemed to be done - albeit at a 
heavy price - as the Southend 
defensive wall did its job - but 
Prosser was knocked out cold by 
Donaldson’s piledriver. 

After departing on a stretcher and 
in a neck brace, replacement 
Jerome Binnom-Williams proved 
an able deputy for the remaining 20 
minutes. Despite six minutes of 
stoppage time, not even a late rally 
could see the Blues home, although 
Chris Dunn made a brave double 
save to deny subs Jack Payne and 
Will Atkinson, to leave boss Phil 
Brown saying: “It was a disappoint¬ 
ing, goalless draw.

“Their manager has apologised for
